“ Each house shall keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings ; and, from time to time, publish the

the members of cither House, or any question, 
shall, atthe desire of one fifth of those present, 
be entered on the joumal.” This paragraph ts 
naturally connected with that which goes betore 
it.

As the old Congress possessed the powers of 
peace and war, with omly a mere shadow of le- 





cislative powers generally, andthe power of j 
m king treaties, now vested in the Presidem ;

just been quoted from the Articles of -onfedera- 
tion, appears to have been adopted with a view 
to the exercise of those powers upon the sub- 
jects of * treaties, alliances, and military opera- 
tions,” and upon no other subjects. As it was 
the object of ** Fle People,” in estadlishing the ‘ 


new Constirution, to “form a more perfect un- 
ion,” by the organizaton of a more energetic 
system of government, a powWer was given to 
each House to withho!d from publication such 
parts of all their proceedings as whey should 
deem proper. But when we consider that the 
Dp wers in reference to the exercise of which, 
under the Confederation, secrecy was allowed, 
were divided in the new Constitution, the pow- 
er of making treaties and alhances being vested 
in the Senate (together with the President) the 
iw ror mili a- 
ry operations, in both Houses conjointly, it is 
fairly presumable that the framers oi the consti- 
tution did not contemplate secret proceedings 





inany other cases. And im What other cases | 
can they be necessary, or consistent ».ith the 
principles of our institutions ? Our pol tical sys- 
tem is essentiaiiv a system of poblicity. The 


genius of it is at war with the course so common- i 
ly pursued by monarchical cabinets and despot- 
ic divans: So far as ou Congress have 
ed from this original principle of our system, 
they are justh hable to the ceitstre involved in 
Lord Cuaruam’s speech on a motion for the 
dissolution of Parliament, in 1771. “* For a pub- 
lic assembly to be afraid of having their delibe- 
rations published, is monstrous and speaks for 
itself. No mortal can construe such a procedure 
to their advantage Ht, and the practice of 
locking the doors, are sufficient to «sen the eves 
of the blind; they must see that all is not well 
within.” & this be good doctrine in a monarchy, 
how much more so in a republic ! 

The question is not, however, What ought to 
be the powers of Congress, in this respect, ut 
what are those powers. It is the opinion of 
some that a written constitution affords no se- 
curity to the rights of the people. Let us hope 
that this opinion is unfounded. Tt is dangerous 
to adopt constructions of the spirit of the con- 
stitution [ft is much safer to adhere to tlie let- 
ter. Hf this be generally done, and the consti- 
tution be at once correct in principle and intel- 
licible in expression, how can it be otherwise 
than that it should secure our rights and privi- 
l-aes? Could a LEX NON scripTa, a collec- 
tion of & shreds and patches” of legislative, ex- 
ecutive, and judicial opinions and decisions, ac- 
cumulated gradually in the progress of ages, 
secure them better than this Lex scrip ra, this 
plainly recorded law, to which all can recur, and 
which all can comprehend ? 

Each House of Congress, then, has power to 
conceal from the people such a portion of its 
proceedings as it deems improper for promuiga- 
tion. But this power can only be exercised by 
first exercising another, that of “ determining 
the rules of its proceedings,” unless, indeed,

No such thing exists in practice. Vhe House of 
Representatives has esiablished particular rules 
upon this subject. tis provided that when a 
member shall annouace to the House that he has 
a motion to make, the proceedings upon which, 
in his opinion, ought to be kept secret, the 
doors shall be closed, and the Meuse shall de- 
termine, by a vote, whether those proceedings 
shall be secret or not.

_ Another rule provides that when a confiden- » 
tral message is received from the President, the | 
proceedings upon such message shall be secret, 
until the House shall otherwise determine. But } 
nothing is said respecting documents which may 
be communicated with the message  ‘Fhese 
form, in fact. no part of the “ proceedings” of 
the House, being merely matter of information 
to bear upon those proceedings. They are nev- 
er recorded in the “ journal of its proceedings,” 
and it is only “ sueh parts” of the “ journal of 
its proceedings” as “* may in their judgment re- 
quire secrecy,” that they have a right to conceal. 
This willlead us to the investigation ofa “ deep 
question.”

Laughable——The following is a con- 
tinuation of the laughable attempt in the 
administration to escape from the cen- 
sure and contempt, which their conduct } 
must so inevitably provoke. 1 defy the 
gravest reader to go through with it 
without discomposing his muscles. 

The extraordinary delay of the Marquis Wel- 
lesley in answering the letter of Mr. Pinkney 
proves the British ministry to have been govern. 
ed by events in their occurrence posterior to the 
dismission of Mr. Jackson. Hac they, as they 
should have, been exclusively influenced by that 
act, with the circumstances that led (o it, no rea- 
son for delay could haye existed. ‘The case was 
too plain and isolated to embarrass the most or- 
ajinary judgment.—The facts.were amply sta- 
ted by both parties. "Whe wide field ot antece- 
dent negociation on the complicated affuirs of 
the two nations in this instance presented no ob- 
stacte, and Mr. Jackson was at feast as fully 
heard as our government. The requisitions on 
our part were few and simple, and called for 
dispatch. In sucha state of things the reflec- 
tion of a day Was as good as that of a month, 
and the judgment must have been as :ipe for 
decision as itever could be. A prompt comph- 
ance with our requests, would have been no les 
honourable to the British government, ihan pro- 
motive of the best interests of the nation it rep- 
resented —It would have revived the waning 
good will ofthe two nations, and produced, 
certainly in this eountry, a zealous disposition 
to vield much more for the sake of an entire 
restoration of harmony. On the other hand, 
that government must have been sensible that 
arcluctant and tardy acqmescence in our de- 
mands, would assume more the air of poley 
than of justice, of compulsion than of a sponia- 
neous disposition to do what was right. Such 
must have been the feeling of the British gov- 
erxment had it considered our requisitions rea- 
sonable.—On the contrary, had it viewed them 
as unreasonable the obligation was equally 
strong to give an immediate answer, that we 
might be able to form an unambigious estimate 
of its disposition, and pursue measures dictated 
by che actual state of things, instead of being 
bew Idered in the inextricable mazes of doubt 
and mystery. ‘The demand made by us, indeed, 
so loudly called for a speedy decision, that the 
annals of diplomacy may be ransacked in vain 
without finding av analagous case attended with 
such delay, evenin those dark periods when 
force Was ¢he acknowledged arbiter between 
nations. Atths day such a delay would not 
have been tolerated by any European govern- 
ment, which would, long before it elapsed, have 
done itself justice by dismissing the ofending 
minister. England herself would most unques- 
tionably have pursued this course. 

The delay, then, was unequivocally the result 
of circumstances foreign from the orginal case 
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hese were, cither— 
. The existing state of parties in England. 
The political divisions among us; or 
The lise of policy of France towards us ; 
Separately, or collectively, these causes dic- 
tated the stately and measured answer of the 
Marquis Wellesley. . 

1. We know that the present English minis- 
try Lottered ww dissolution at the very moment it 
drew its firs. breath, end that it has ever since 
been to the severest papoxysms, of 
which the Parliament has been the theatre In 
this state of mixed infancy and dotage, it was 
all important, to avoid any thing hke a rupture 
with America. Inthe midst ofa wide spread 
defeat and discomfiture of the British arms, 
when every ray of hope was quenched in the fa- 
tal bors of Walcheren, and the right arm of 
British power paralised by the rapid disappear- } 
ance of specie and the consequent depreciation 
of the paper currency, when, added to all this, 
so great was the demand for grain, as to have 
rendered necessary the heencing of vessels tra- 
ding to France, which at one time amounted to 
above five hundred twing in the Thames, it was 

wot politic to add to her enemies or increase her 
difficulties. The non-intercourse, with her was 
still in, at least nominal existence and might be 
enforced at any rate, the apprehension of such 
unevent might have thrown a weight into the 
aliverse scale which, added-to that already in it, 
micht have been fatal to the reigning party. 
Hence the importance of assuming the air of 
ereat candor, and of a resolute spirit of concili- 
ation towards this country, a spirit that would, 
in the activity of its zeal, extract good from 
evil. tithe mean time, the session of Pariia- 
ment was passing away, the ministry were plu- 
ming themselves on the amicable relations with 
this country and gaining no mean accession of 
strength from the reputation; Mr. Pinkney was, 
with unsuspictous, and even injudicious, elo- 
quence, panegyrising the ministry, and, per- 
haps more thanaii the impression was sent a- 
cross the channel that America and Enyland 
were soon to be the best friends, thus awaking 
the jealousy, if not active hostility of France to- 
wards us, for causes, which had no existence. 
Even on the 5h of Apvil, twenty-two days after 
the delivery of Lord Wellesley’s answer we find 
the British prints, ministerial as well as others, 
exulting in the prospect of an accommodation 
and even treaty between the two nations ; nay, 
the treaty itself is said to have gone our.* In 
this expectation the British Parliament will in 
all probability ere this have adjourned, and un- 
der the same expectation the good people of 
England, in ail tikehood, will for months to 
come, be gaping for the returned treaty—an ex- 
pectation which will gain strength from the re- 
moval, instead of enforcement, of our non-inter- 
course, which they will not fail to ascribe ‘o the 
confidential good understanding between the 
respective governments, 

2. Our political divisions have eminently fos- 
tered, if not imperatively dictated, the conduct 
of Britain towards us. So long as we present- 
ed a united front, while the spirit ot faertion 
slept or feared to raise its head so 1 ng as the ! 
loud burst of indignation resound d through 
the country, and so long as the representatives

the federal presses espoused the side of the gov- 
ernment. Only two or three formed an excep- 
tion to this honorable spirit, ’ This state of 
things remained unaltered untit more than a 
month after the meetin of Congress, when the 
proceedings inthe Senate held out the flattering 
prospect of an almost un iimous support of the 
President by both Houses ; and, under this im- 
pression Mr. Pinkacy on the 2d of January pre- 
sented his letter to Lord Wellesley, whose im- 
mediate answer was expected. Had the answer 
been promptly made, there is the strongest rea- 
son to believe that its tenor would have been 
very different from that given ten weeks after- 
wards; itis probable, that it would have offi- 
cially admitted Mr. Jackson to have been in the 
w rong, announced his immediate recal, and na- 
med a successor of rank and talents actually 
substituted im his stead; cenmnected with the 
expression of an ardent hope that all existing 
differences nmmght be settled without delay by 
Lord Wellesiey and Mr. Pinkney, under the as- 
surnce of the former that he was not wedded 
to any set of men or to any particular doctrines. 

But unfortenately, whiie the pen of the noble 
Marquis was probably engagetl in drawing up 
such a note, intelligence was quickly conveyed 
across the Atlantic, that chilled the warm cur- 
rent that flowed fresh from the heart, and after- 
wards gave it a contrary direction. Party had 
again raised licr hydra head in this country, and 
through the ¢ a nels of .o nmunication with the 
British vovernment, held out the hope that she 
would be able to carry every thing betore her.* 
Averse to vielding more than was requisite to 
Hain their ends, the ministry hesitated to take 
any decisive steps, resolving in the interim to 
watchevents. ‘This indecision, no doubt, em- 
boldened the enemies of this country as well in 
as out of the cabinet. For ifthe ends of Britain 
were to be attamed, in consequence of our divis- 
ions, without making any concess‘ons on fier 
part, or abandoning ihe ground she had taken it 
is easy to calculate the odium that would have 
been cast upon men, who had resolutely formed 
a treaty Of reciprocal stipulations, involving im- 
poriant sacrifices, which, however just, could 
not tail at once to shock powerful prejudices 
and té6 wound the national sensibility. This 
pause proved fatal; every arrival from this coun 
try painted in glowing, and probably exaggera- 
ted colors, ow divisions, and the increasing 
strength of the opposition, until the conviction 
was produced that not only no effeetual meas. 
ures would be taken to resist the aggressions on 
our maritime rights, but that even the exisiing 
measures, inadequate as they were, would most 
probably be abandoned. Such, we have no 
doubt, was the purport, and such the effeet of 
the intelligence sent from this country about 
the beginning of February ‘ 

3. Lastly, the line of policy pursued by France 
towards us may have had no incons derable in- 
fluence on the conduct of the British govern. 
ment. The steady object of each of those pow- 
ers is to embroil us with the other. If, conse- 
quently, we would agree to make war upon 
France, England would revoke her orders in 
council; or, if we would make war upon Eng- 
tand, France would rescind heredicts. As this 
ippears to be the end at which they aim, so 
nothing short of it would seem to satisfy them. 
This makes each government jealous of the 
least aspect of our conciliation with the other, 
and studious to take steps to avert it. Accor- 
dingly, when, on the dismission of Mr. Jackson, 
there were strong indications, manifested by 
France, of a disposition to revoke, or essential- 
ly modify her decrees, under the impressicn, 
perhaps, ofa serious rupture between us and 
Fogland, the British ministry may have @eem- 
ed it good policy tolower uheir ordinary tene to 
us, and to give ns and Fratce to understand, 
that the dismission of Jackson, so far from im- 


accelerating the complete adjustment of our 
differences; calcalating that this would have 
the effect of cooling the amicable feelings of 
France towards us, and of inducing her to wait 
for the issue of our depending negociation with 
Britain. The fact is, that the disposition of the 
French government shortly afier underwent a 
considerable change, and that a period was put 
to the relaxation of her edicts. Had that gov- 
ernment, on the other hand, assumed either the 
attitude of marked hostility, or marked friend- 
ship, towards us, it is lighly probable that Bri- 
tain would have seen it to have been poliey to 
grant us without delay all we asked.

The following is the Author’s 
PREFACE, 
ALTHOUGH it is one of the chief ends of the 
religion of Clhirist, to deliver the world from the 
bondage of superstition, and to raise men to the 
glorious liberty of the children of God ; still we 
perceive that the King of Truth, has not yet at. 
tained that general victory, uver the powers of 
durkness, for which every true friend of the gos- 
pel looks with anxiety—Great numbers still 
continue to refuse the acceptance of that bless 
sed privilege, and even to many professed Chris 
Gans, the words of the gospel may be applied: 
hey love darkness more than light. Stooping 
their necks willingly, like the Gallatians of old, 
to the yoke of bondage, and bewitehed with fol. 
ly, they will not obey the voice of truth, but fol- 
iow blindly the vain course marked out by their 
fathers, believing in absurd traditions and fables 
of old women. As I consider it to be the sacred 
duty of those, who are appointed guardians and 
-eachers of the people, to assist thein in break- 
ing ali kind of fetters, which degrade the digni- 
ty of man, it has been my incessant endeavour, 
in the sphere wherein Divine Providence has 
placed me, to deliver those that were entrusted 
to my care, from the shameful yoke of supersti- 
tion, and to help them to the enjoyment of rae 
tional liberty, But although I flatver myself at 
my labours lave not been altogether in vain... , 
[ have often occasion to make the dejecting oo. 
servation, that still some old leaven remains o 
be purged out, some noxious plant to be ro ted 
up. A recent occurrence in my neighborhood 
uas convinced me at once, of the difficult, of 
curing that fatal malady of the human mind. ond 
of the vanity of those, who are continually bo: st- 
ing, of the general diflusion of rational” knowle 
edge, inour present age. In ie month of Octo- 
ber of the year 1808, the house of'a respee able 
fa mer, of that district of the town of Riinebcck 
which 1s cailed Wertemberg, was believed to be 
haunted by evil spirits. Stones were continual- 
ly thrown im at, a every direction, and part of 
the winter store Was enhe: destroyed or carri- 
ed away. As the original course of the stones 
could not always be traced, while they contiu- 
edto tly, even when the dvors and windows 
were secured, the mischicf was ascribed, by the 
inhabitwits, to some supernatural cause. “One 
particular circumstance, viz. that stones were 
perceived to fall in the apartments oniy, that 
were daily frequented and open to xecess, s ould 
have induced the people, to suspect some meme 
bers of the family, and to watch their motions; 
but rather than to harbour this tedious suspicion, 
and to enicr upon a cavefui examination, they 
took the shortest and easiest way, and attributed 
it to witcheratt. In this persuasion, they sent 
to afamous Conjuror irom the west side of the 
river; but the demons equaliy superstitious, and 
fearing the magical staff of the conjuror, depar- 
ted before his arrival. When I was intormed 
of these ridiculous transactions, I endeavoured 
to convince the people of the absurdity of their 
notions, requesting them at the same time, to 
give me notice, in case the spirits should take 
it again in thei heads, to disturb the tranquility 
ofthe house. About the same time of last year, 
while the master of the family and his wife were 
gone to New-York, the demons ti.ought proper 
to resume their mischievous operations. Ha- 
ving been informed by the son of the family, 
who is a married man, of his distressed situation, 
I went there, accompanied by a well informed 
elder of my church in Rainebeck. But the ru- 
mours of my expected arrival having been 
spread abread, the house was so much crowded 
with people, that I could not proceed in the in. 
vestigation of the matter, in the manner [ liad 
wished. However, I addressed the incarnate 
emons, and declared to them my suspicions of 
their wickedness, which at least put a stop to 

their proceedings, whilst IT was there. I am 

sorry that the delicacy of my situation, would 
not permit me to bring the offenders to co rfes 
s‘on, and io deliver them up to weil deserved 
nunishment. Others, in wuose presence the 
spirits were less cautions, were more sucerssful 
n discovering the hands by which the stones 
were thrown. But in spite of the solemn decta- 
rations of several credible persons, whe have 
surprised the suspected offenders, in the act of 
hrowing, the Uifatuation is so great, that many,
